What was done about it 


Mr. Lubin, who makes a hobby of pre- 
cision woodworking, drew new plans and 
went to work. With only the help of a 
plumber, here’s what he accomplished: 

1. Oak treads were left natural, then var- 
nished. Pine risers were painted ivory. 

2. Slender, shapely spindles now form a 
squirrel-cage newel post. The rail piece was 
cut from a mahogany block, made in two 
sections for easier molding, then glued to- 
gether. 

3, The new handrail is solid mahogany, 3 
inches wide and 134 inches thick. 

4. The dark stain was rubbed off and re- 
placed by contrasting light ivory paint. 

5. Gone is the chest, creating a more spa- 
cious hallway. 

6. The stained-glass window was torn out. 
In its place is an unused French door, cut to 
size and installed on its side. 

7. The radiator was moved to the foot of 
the landing and enclosed, leaving a con- 
venient, multipurpose shelf. That’s Virginia 
Lubin at the telephone. Note that shelf and 
newel are the same height. 

8. The waste space was turned into a coat 
closet beside the front door. The frame from 
the French door is now the closet doorframe. 
A door inside the closet makes the radiator 
accessible for heat regulation.

AFTER Altho the fireplace still rules the living room, it does so gra- 
ciously now. Its lines are smoothed and simplified, its proportions 
sealed down. The mirror reflects kinship with all the rest of the room 


No ROOM is younger than its 
fireplace. That’s the way with fire- 
places—they dominate. 

And that is why, when Dr. and 
Mrs. Allen S. Watson of Glen 
Ellyn, Illinois, decided to remodel 
their fireplace, they called in Ar- 
chitect Raymond Mattson and 
ordered an all-out job. It involved 
ripping out well-cemented field- 
stone; replacing flanking cup- 
boards and window frames as well 
as the mantel. But in the result is 
inspiration, and in the method a 
solution for others whose homes 
have outgrown their fireplaces. 

Simplification is the basic tech- 
nique. Where mantel shelf and 
bookcase tops made two levels, 
two widths, there now is only one 


continuous level, equally wide 
thruout. The jumble of lines 
created by bookcase shelves, double 
molding, and slanted chimney has 
given way to one dominating hori- 
zontal line, at the top of bookcases 
and mantel, and two perpendicu- 
lar lines bounding the fireplace 
proper. The heavy fieldstone that 
formerly busied its way far out into 
the room has retired in favor of a 
restrained front combining Ten- 
nessee marble and wood molding. 


Mosr important of all, instead 
of the distracting contrasts in color 
which originally crowded into this 
area, a single color now smooths 
and stretches it, with only a gen- 
erous mirror for accent.

~ What's the Story 


What is this new kind of radio you hear so much 
about? Here Better Homes & Gardens provides 
the answers to 14 questions that should help you 


decide if you want FM on your next receiver 
By Harrison White 


What is FM? 


FM, or frequency modulation, is a new and generally better 
method of transmitting and receiving radio programs. It differs 
from AM, or amplitude modulation, to which you are accustomed, 
by the method used to superimpose the sound waves from the 
microphone for a free ride on the carrier wave. 

Here’s an oversimplified analogy that may help you understand 
what we’re talking about. 

Think of the transmitter as a pitcher, throwing baseballs, which 
represent the radio waves, against your house. In one case he 
throws them at regular intervals, or frequencies—but he uses more 
force with some throws and /ess with others. These differences in 
power cause the varying sounds of the ball hitting the house, just 
as AM broadcasting uses differences in strength of radio waves to 
carry sound. 

Then think of the pitcher again. This time he throws each ball 
with exactly the same force, but varies the é2me between each pitch. 
What he is doing is modulating the frequency. It is this changing 
frequency which causes the different sound effects as his pitches 
bound against the house. In the same way, FM broadcasting main- 
tains the same power, but uses a constantly varying frequency of 
waves to transmit sound. 


Why is FM superior te AM? 


FM is superior to present AM broadcasting in that FM elimi- 
nates most static, as well as fading and interference. Day reception 
is equal to that at night. 

Back in 1923, Maj. Edwin H. Armstrong noticed that lightning, 
street cars, and electric motors create waves of the identical 
electrical type as AM radio waves. He pioneered in research to 
develop a new system which would eliminate such noises. The 
result was FM. 


Do all FM sets provide better reception then AM? 


Not necessarily. As with AM sets, not all FM sets are well- 
engineered. Some FM receivers can “‘bring in” FM stations with- 
out providing full FM clarity. Only quality parts and workman- 
ship can yield quality tone. Buy carefully. 


What should I look for in an FM set? 


a. The set you buy should be sensitive enough to receive all 
FM stations within its range. 

b. Reception should be free from static and relatively free from 
other interference when the set is tuned to a station. | 

c. The tone should be clear and voice reproduction should be 
distinct. 

d. While prewar FM sets received on the 45-megacycle band 
then assigned to FM stations, new stations are being licensed 
only on a recently designated 100-megacycle band. Most old 

stations are switching to the higher frequencies. Be sure the 

FM set you buy has the 100-megacycle band. Most current 

models have both bands. 
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on FM Radio? 


Can I bay an FM attachment for my present set? 


Probably not, altho there are some new AM radios to which an 
FM circuit can be added later at a prescribed price. 


How about a straight FM set. minus AM? 


The 50 or so FM models introduced since the war are all 
AM/FM. The price of an FM-only set would be so close to that of 
an AM/FM receiver that manufacturers assume most buyers 
would prefer the combination. 


Are good AM/FM sets available now? 
Yes. 


What will they cost? 


Since good AM, in itself, requires quality components, it costs 
less to add FM to a relatively high-priced AM chassis than to a 
cheap one. Therefore, most manufacturers plan to include FM only 
in better sets for the time being. Combination console AM/FM 
radio-phonographs are expected to list from $200 up, with most of 
them above $250. Table model AM/FM radio-phonograph com- 
binations, from $100 to $150, without the phonograph from $60 
to $100. Manufacturers expect prices to drop somewhat before 1950. 


What about FM pregrams? 


Some 500,000 AM/FM sets were made and sold before the war. 
Even tho they’re limited to listening to stations on the old FM 
band, most prewar set owners like FM. Nevertheless, they still 
listen more to AM broadcasts than to FM because of limited FM 
programs. Only about 60 FM stations are on the air (as compared 
with between 900 and 1,000 AM stations), and most have no in- 
come at all, depend for support on affiliation with a prosperous AM 
station. With so few receivers out, audiences are small. Advertis- 
ing, the lifeblood of radio in America, is difficult to attract. FM 
stations today broadcast local news and records plus some inex- 
pensive local shows and not much else. 


How rapidly might this picture change? 


Well, which came first, the chicken or the egg? Will people buy 
AM/FM sets before new FM stations come on the air or before 
present FM stations give out with better programs? And will new 
FM stations or better programs come on the air before sets are in 
the homes? 

Most manufacturers are optimistic. They think FM is here and 
are putting AM/FM sets on the market. As sets sell, then there’s 
the audience. More stations and better programs will follow. 


How does television fit into the FM picture? 


Television sound will be of FM quality, but most television 
receivers won’t be able to pick up FM radio broadcasts unless 
they also have built into them an FM or an AM-FM chassis. 


Will popular network programs be heard on FM? 


Perhaps not until the American Federation of Musicians relaxes 
its rule that music cannot go out over both AM and FM simul- 
taneously unless musicians receive double pay. This rule has been 
a prime factor in keeping the big $20,000-per-program shows off 
FM. Many radio spokesmen believe this situation will work itself 
out as FM gains in importance. 


What about sponsers? 


Right now most sponsors say they can’t see the increased outlay 
for FM broadcasts, especially since some of the [ Turn to next page

top network shows now reach about 
as big an audience on AM as can be 
expected to hear a single show at one 
time. 

If the union ruling is changed, 
more progressive stations may start 
airing shows both ways, AM and 
FM, at the same time. Then, given 
their choice, many listeners will 
prefer FM for its noise-free quality, 
and the move to FM will gain impe- 
tus. With top programs on FM, 
more FM sets will be sold; more folks 
will listen to FM. With FM listening 
habits established, independent sta- 
tions will have a potential audience, 
too. Advertisers will become in- 
terested; the all-important money 
will begin to flow. 


Will there be more FM 
stations? 


Today’s 60 FM stations are lo- 
cated in 20 big cities. By 1948, the 
forecast is for close to 500 new FM 
outlets—enough to cover most of the 
country. 

Because FM transmitters on the 
same frequency can be located much 
closer together without interfering 
with each other, some 2,000 to 
3,000 additional FM stations are 
foreseen by many radio men. With 
that many FM broadcasters (three 
times as many as our present 1,000 
AM stations), more localized news 
and entertainment is certain, and 
one or more FM networks likely.

Fix Your 
Nereens First

Do ANY of you handy men like to 
play golf? I do, and it won’t be long 
before the sun is warm, and we'll be 
thinking about hitting those long 
drives and sinking those putts from 
the edge of the green. 

While you’re dreaming, you might 
as well put up the screens. Your wife 
won’t let you get away to play golf 
until you do—or to go fishing either, 
for that matter.

KEROSENE 


Screens that have been stored for 
the winter should be thoroly wiped 
over with kerosene to remove the 
accumulation of grime and grease 


To repair small holes in screens, 
weave strands of new wire thru the 
undamaged portions, wrap loose 
ends tight, and snip. Larger holes 
require a screen patch, held with a 
strand of wire woven around edges 


To replace screening, pry up mold- 
ings and remove brads. Tack new 
screening at the top of the frame 
and stretch it tightly: For even 
pressure, put a board on screening 
and let your weight hold it. Tack 
end of screen and molding. Cut off 
excess screen, and nail side moldings

Here are three methods of repairing 
and strengthening split or broken 
frames. 1) Cut a wood block to fit 
the corner and fasten it in place 
with screws. A corrugated fastener 
in the frame will prevent further 
splitting. 2) Screw down a steel 
angle brace big enough to do the 
job. 3) If considerable bracing 
strength is needed, screw or nail a 
stamped steel brace into the corner 


Screen doors that sag may be braced 
with a standard  rod-and-turn- 
buckle. A layer of heavy, 1-inch 
wire mesh protects the lower panel

New Twist for 
Bedroom Windows 


Louvers add ventilation without loss of privacy

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Earthworms—just as good dead? 


Enthusiastic dealers who sell earthworms promise they'll enrich 
and improve the soil—even rebuild worn-out soil. Experiments 
recently completed by U.S.D.A. scientists, Henry Hopp and 
Homer T. Hopkins, sometimes showed as much as a 40 percent 
bigger yield when earthworms were added to the soil. But it didn’t 
make any difference whether the worms they added were alive or 
dead. Earthworms often don’t live very long, and dead earthworms 
quickly decay, releasing nutrients useful to the plants. 

Adding live earthworms has the advantage that eggs will be laid 
before the worms die. Thus there is a chance that continued cycles 
of birth and death could help feed your plants. But some winters 
wipe out three-fourths of all the earthworms. This is common 
when the soil freezes quickly in the fall before the earthworms 
have time to channel down into warmer regions. If you want to 
keep your earthworms alive, you should cover the soil with grass, 
hay, or leaves before freezing weather arrives. 

Or you can ignore the earthworm population and depend instead 
upon compost and commercial plant food to feed your plants. It’s 
a fact that many large areas of the high-yielding croplands of the 
world never have any earthworms in them. They only live in soil 
already rich in humus. 

Earthworm activity seems to make the soil more porous and 
better for root growth, Doctors Hopp and Hopkins reported, but 
so far they have not been able to get measurable differences in 


crop yields. 


Corn-borer eaters not happy 


Cannibal insects that eat corn borers don’t like our climate. 
The U.S.D.A. has released 8,000,000 of them during the past 5 
years—some in every important corn-growing area. But they have 
thrived only in a narrow strip along Lake Erie. Even here, fewer 
than 40 percent of the borers end their lives in the stomach of a 
borer-eater. The scientists say that home gardeners should con- 
tinue to rely on such chemicals as rotenone and Ryania to keep 
their sweet corn borer-free. 


Radiant heat can save your plants 


The magic of black light—infrared radiant heat—can be used to 
protect your choice plants from untimely spring frosts. You can 
use the regular 250-watt heat lamp now so commonly used at 
home to treat aching muscles. Hang the lamp about two feet above 
the plants to be protected. Lamps cost about one cent an hour to 


operate. Besure you use amber or red infrared lamps—not the white.

Final contracts were ready to be 
signed, and final final blueprints 
were approved, when our castle col- 
lapsed.

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Dining room or no dining room? The editors take opposite stands

THERE’S one big reason for not having a formal dining 
room in a small house—the cost. ‘The room just doesn’t pay its 
way. Building costs have risen steadily over a long period, not 
just during the war. They’ve risen because we’re building 
better houses and constantly raising our standards of comfort. 

The houses our fathers built had many rooms—uninsulated 
rooms of simple construction, primitively lighted and casually 
heated. Windows were small, erratic in operation, unweather- 
stripped, and usually without storm sash or good hardware. 
Our fathers could build many more rooms than we can for the 
same number of dollars. They took for granted dining rooms, 
parlors, big pantries and kitchens, huge attics. They had big 
families that needed the space. 

Today we must comb over 
every inch of a home plan to 
weed out all part-time space. 
To keep costs within reason, we 
have to make every cubic foot 
do a full day’s work in terms of 
family use and comfort. Other- 
wise the expense of that cubic 
foot can’t be justified. Bed- 
rooms must serve as comfort- 
able, attractive areas for study 
and daytime relaxation. Large, 
ornate living rooms must be 
simplified and made more com- 
pact, or else provide dining 
space as well. 

Every survey made in recent 
years shows that families eat 
most of their meals in the kitch- 
en or an adjoining alcove. The 
reason is obvious—to save 
housework. Maids are as hard 
to find as a good bargain.

ies people had little time for formality. Their simple, 
friendly living was reflected in the furnishings of their homes and 
their tables—be it French Provincial, Pennsylvania Dutch, or 
Early American 

Of these, French is the least strictly Provincial. Like all that is 
French, it has a curving grace, a delicacy that is not found in other 
primitive periods. If you like elegance, you can use tole, tapestry, 
and ornate tableware with French Provincial furniture. At the same 
time there’s a quaintness about it that takes to small plaids and polka 
dots. 

Far removed from French femininity are the sturdy, masculine 
lines of Pennsylvania Dutch. There’s no pretense in the straight 
chests, ample cupboards, and husky chairs. Most interesting of all 
are the primiti rd and floral decorations of red, yellow, blue, and 
green which these settlers painted in a flat, conventionalized style on 
their furniture. You'll find many of the same motifs on today’s pot- 
tery and china 

While the Dutch were painting stylized birds and flowers in 
Pennsylvania, another Provincial style was developing in New 
England—Early American. Similar to the old English Jacobean, 
with which most of these colonists were familiar, it is distinguished 
by its directness. If you could step into one of those old dining rooms, 
you’d find a pine, dresser-type sideboard with open shelves full of 
plates and copperware. Some plates would be heavy ironstone, some 
fine china brought to America by clipper ships from the Orient. 
Both have had a strong influence on today’s Early American table 
accessories. 

Since inheritance shapes the taste of most of us, Provincial table 
furnishings remain popular generation after generation. Some wom- 
en use Provincial accessories to add warmth to a modern room. 
(The two periods have a basic simplicity in common.) Others just 
like to set their tables with familiar patterns “‘like mother used to 
have.’’

Whether baby is delivered at home or 
at the hospital, there are a number 
of necessities which must be ready

(If short nightgowns and sacques 
are used, baby is pinned envelope-fashion in 
cotton flannel squares. Place 12x18-inch 
waterproof piece and absorbent pad on 
square before wrapping baby in it) 

4 dozen diapers 

sweater, 1 cloak and hood or bunny bag 

2 dozen safety pins—large and medium size.

Nursery Furnishings 


Whether baby has his own room or a corner 
of yours, he will need: 

Well-padded basket or bassinet on wheels (at 
least 30 inches long) or permanent crib, 
drop side, mattress adjustable to mother’s 
hip height. (Raise up with blocks if not 
adjustable.) Plyboard cut to fit under mat- 
tress gives firm support. 

Chest of drawers or other storage space 

Table for dressing (may be well-padded wooden 
table, folding canvas table, or bath table with 
canvas top) 

Scale to check baby’s weight gains (a big com- 
fort but not a necessity) 

Shaded lamp (if connected with mercury switch 
at door, no click to disturb him) 

Comfortable chair for mother 

Window ventilator (glass, wood, or adjustable 
metal) 

Wastebasket 

Covered pail for soiled diapers 

Hamper for soiled clothes. 


Bedding 


Crib mattress or bassinet pad—must be firm, 
waterproof if possible. Mattress should be 
flat, of cotton felt, horsehair, or rubberfoam

2 cakes fresh 4 cup melted 
yeast or 2 shortening 
packages gran- 3 well-beaten eggs 
ular yeast 34 teaspoon salt 
14 cup sugar 14 teaspoon 
24 cup milk, cinnamon 
scalded 24 cup currants 
31% cups enriched 
flour 


Soften yeast and dissolve sugar in 
milk cooled to lukewarm.

Frosted Turban 


Cut and roll one-half to three- 
fourths of Basic Sweet Dough in a 
1-inch-thick rope. Beginning in the 
center of greased 9-inch round cake 
pan, swirl rope around and around 
to form a turban. Cover. Let rise 
until double, about 1 hour. Bake in 
moderate oven (350°) 35 minutes. 
Cool; spread with Confectioners’ 
Frosting; dot with broken California 
walnut meats and chopped mara- 
schino cherries. Make 2 turbans or 
use remaining dough for rolls. 


Sugar-Crusted Cinnamon Rolls 


Roll Basic Sweet Dough on lightly 
floured surface to oblong shape 4 
inch thick. Brush with 2 tablespoons 
melted butter or fortified margarine; 
sprinkle with 44 cup sugar mixed 
with 2 teaspoons cinnamon. Roll 
and cut in 1-inch slices. Place, cut 
side down, in shallow pan of sugar; 
let stand 5 minutes. Arrange rolls, 
sugared side up, in 2 greased 8-inch 
square pans. Cover. Let rise until 
double. Bake in moderately hot 
oven (375°) 25 minutes. One recipe 
Basic Sweet Dough makes 18 rolls. 


Orange Bows 
114 cups milk, 2 well-beaten 
scalded eggs 
l4cup shortening 4 cup orange 
1g cup sugar juice 
1 teaspoon salt 2 tablespoons 
1 cake fresh or grated orange 
1 package gran- peel 
ular yeast 5 cups enriched 
flour 


Combine milk, shortening, sugar, 
and salt; cool to lukewarm. Soften 
yeast in this mixture. Add eggs, 
orange juice, and orange peel;*beat 
thoroly. Add flour; mix to soft 
dough. Cover. Let stand 10 minutes. 
Knead on lightly floured surface. 
Place in greased bowl. Cover with 
damp cloth. Let rise in warm place 
(82°) until double, about 2 hours. 
Punch down. Let dough rest 10 
minutes (covered). Roll 4% inch 
thick; cut in strips, 4% inch wide and 
10 inches long. Roll each strip lightly 
with palms of hands—to smooth and 
shape. Tie each in a knot. Arrange 
on greased baking sheet. Cover. Let 
rise until double. Bake in hot oven 
(400°) 15 minutes. Spread with 
Orange Icing: Blend 2 tablespoons 
orange juice, 1 teaspoon grated 
orange peel, and 1 cup sifted con- 
fectioners’ sugar. Makes 18 bows. 


Honey Dressing

24 cup sugar 5 tablespoons 


1 teaspoon dry vinegar 
mustard 1 tablespoon 

1 teaspoon paprika lemon juice 

14 teaspoon salt 1 teaspoon

1 cup strained 
honey 


Mix dry ingredients; add honey, 
vinegar; lemon juice, and grated 
onion. Pour oil into mixture very 
slowly, beating constantly with 
rotary beater. Makes 2 cups.

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Whether Four or Forty- 
ur Children Always Need Us

Wauen I was the mother of very young 
children, I used to think, ‘‘My children need 
me now more than they ever will again,” 
and so I guarded each stage of their develop- 
ment jealously, saying to their father, ‘“The 
years go so swiftly. Before we realize it our 
children will be grown, and then our re- 
sponsibilities will be over.” 

Now the father of the children I am most 
interested in is a philosophical man. He al- 
ways greeted such conversational bits with 
a wise grin. ““They’ll never grow so old that 
they will cease to need our love and counsel. 
Maybe it won’t be possible or even sensible 
for them always to accept our advice, but 
they’ll remember it. To our children we will 
always be old and wise, to us they’ll remain 
young and in need of our counsel.” 

He was right. The years have passed. Our 
children are grown, and one by one are 
going into homes of their own, entering into 
their own big experiences in life. Their hori- 
zons have widened and deepened, love of 
their own homes and mates dominates their 
thoughts, but, underneath, a warm and 
vibrant foundation for all other ties is the 
love that binds them to father and mother 
and the old home. 

We’ve all heard the old joke about the 
90-year-old man who remarked to his 88- 
year-old wife, concerning their 70-year-old 
son who made an indiscreet stock market 


speculation, “‘Mother, will we ever get that 
boy trained to be sensible?” That story is an 
exaggeration, but it is an absolute truth that 
whether 4 or 40, 5 or 50, children always 
need their parents. 

Newspapers and magazines contain many 
‘Pointers for Parents.”’ The suggestions are 
usually very good. Surprisingly, tho, few 
of the comments are directed toward the 
parents of grown-up children. 

They need help more than the parents of 
young children. It is relatively easy to assume 
the proper parental attitude with a 3-year- 
old, but pretty hard sometimes to get the 
right parental slant toward a 30-year-old. 


For instance, it is easy to say to a 3-year- 
old, ‘‘No, son, you simply cannot trade your 
tricycle to that big boy even if he does prom- 
ise to give you all those pretty marbles.” 
Not so in a trade that happened in my 
town recently. A pair of 30-year-oldsters, 
man and wife who owned a small two-bed- 
room house in a good part of town, with only 
a $1,600 mortgage on it, decided that they 
simply must have a house with three bed- 
rooms. So they looked around and found it. 
Jim, the 30-year-old husband, consulted 
his 55-year-old father who knew real estate 
pretty well. Without descending to per- 
sonalities, the father should have advised his 
son thusly: “Son, figures [ Turn to page 116

can’t lie. Your present house, in a 
good part of town where values are 
increasing, is 5 years old. You are 
trading for a 20-year-old house. 
True, it has three bedrooms, two 
baths, and a game room in the base- 
ment, but, by the time you move 
into it, you will note that you aren’t 
in as good a part of town to raise 
your children, that it is in a location 
where values are declining, and that 
when you assume ownership, in- 
stead of having a $1,600 debt, your 
mortgage will be $4,300. Wouldn’t 
it be better to wait and build on an- 
other bedroom to your present house 


| when restrictions are removed?” 


Now Jim’s father did say all this, 
but he didn’t impart the informa- 
tion calmly and without heat. In- 
stead he thrust in such cutting 
phrases as, ‘‘Why, it’s the biggest 
fool idea I ever heard of,” and “You 
folks just want to keep up with the 
Joneses, that’s all. Your wife isn’t 
thinking of you and your financial 
burdens one bit.” 

As a result, relations between the 
old home and the new are strained. 
If they ever are to be re-established, 
Jim will have to acknowledge he 
made a poor decision. Then his 
father probably will resort to the 
mean little phrase, “I told you so.” 

Of course, Jim sees now that he 
did make a mistake. His father said 
only recently, “Well, the young fool 
can never say I didn’t warn him.” 

What should have been the prop- 
er attitude of an adult parent toward 
this problem? 

The answer is obvious. Jim had 
come to his father for advice. That 
advice should have been given in a 
kindly, impersonal manner. The 
conference then would have resulted 
in one of two things: 1. To clarify 
Jim’s thinking so that he might have 
abandoned the plan. 2. To strength- 
en him to more careful trading so 
that, even if he lost, there would be 
no bitterness in the venture. 

Jim’s father should have remem- 
bered that adult people have the 
right to make their own decisions, 
even their own mistakes. 


Tue role of loving parents in this 
instance, as in most others concern- 
ing grown-up children, is to love 
them, counsel with them kindly, and 
then step back and give their chil- 
dren opportunities to solve their own 
problems. The lives of parents as well 
as their sons and daughters are made 
happier. Children never grow old 
enough to forsake or neglect parents 
who counsel gently and love much. 

My neighbor ‘‘sounded off” to me 
recently about her son and daughter. 
“They went away and left the baby 
with me three weeks. And would you 
believe it, my daughter-in-law ac- 
tually wrote out directions what I 
was to feed it. As tho I hadn’t raised 
six healthy children of my own! Be- 
sides, this one is a big, strong 2-year- 
old who can eat anything.” 

That grandmother’s notion, in 
my opinion, was all wrong. 

I like the attitude of some other 
friends of mine. Their son and

Sam and Mary Newton used to 
live in the city. They both had exec- 
utive positions and were content to 
live in a small apartment with a tiny 
yard. Content, that is, until the year 
they planted a garden. Then the 
apartment began to seem oppressive. 

That’s why they went to Massa- 
pequa, Long Island, and bought a 
100- by 125-foot corner lot, covered 
with scrub pine. That’s why they 
called on Architect Richard J. 
Heidelberger of Seaford to design a 
home—one that would require little 
tree chopping and would include a 
small greenhouse and leave plenty of 
space for gardening. But they also 
wanted two stories, a dining room, 
a large sun porch, a long living room 
with a fireplace, and a garage—all 
for $6,000. (That was in 1939.) 

Mr. Heidelberger did a lot of 
figuring, and finally announced that 
he could give them a greenhouse, but 
at the expense of the dining room 
and all extras.

As long as the greenhouse was there, 
the Newtons were happy. 


Wuen I called from Manhattan to 
learn how to reach their home, Mrs. 
Newton answered. “Oh, get off at 
Massapequa and walk south until 
you come to it,” she said. “How 
many blocks?” She replied, “It’s 
three, no, four...” A pause. “Sam, 
how many blocks is it to the station? 
I’m always running so fast to catch 
my train I never bother to count!” 
That, I found, was typical of the

Newtons. They thoroly enjoy their 
life, and make you enjoy it with 
them. They showed me thru their 
home, pointing with pride to a 
spider plant ‘cascading onto a table, 
to their lofee-fireside bench, and to 
the greenhouse—particularly the 
greenhouse. There plants of all 
kinds were spilling over each other. 
“‘We used to grow only a few flowers 
here,” Mrs. Newton explained. “But 
the more we experimented, the 
more it filled up until now it takes 
me 10 minutes to water them every 
morning.”

Back about 1770 George Hepplewhite was considered 
daringly modern. 

His straight, slender style appeared at the close—actu- 
ally helped bring about the close—of the ornate Chip- 
pendale period. 

Unlike the Adam brothers, whose classic designs he 
espoused, Hepplewhite was first of all a fine cabinet- 
maker. In constructing furniture he borrowed freely from 
the Adams and other designers, and was in turn copied 
himself by rival cabinetmakers. 

Of his personal life, we know little. Even the date of 
his birth isn’t recorded. But one thing is certain: From 
1760 until his death in 1786 George Hepplewhite manu- 
factured furniture of such pure, classic lines and elegant 
proportions that it set his name on one of the important 
furniture periods of all time. 

If you want to identify Hepplewhite, look for these 
characteristics: Tapered legs (square and thin), inlay of 
rare woods, serpentine fronts on chests and sideboards, 
French or “‘splayed’’ feet, and—most important of all— 
the shield-back chair. This chair is so peculiarly his 
own that it is practically a trademark for Hepplewhite.

How to make the slipeovers, curtains, 


bedspread, and pillows on pages 44-45 


Ir YOU have a Better Homes & Gar- 
dens slipcover booklet*, you’re prob- 
ably already expert at fitting basic 
dresses to your chairs and couches. 
Rules like centering the floral pat- 
tern on each cushion and profession- 
ally finishing the seams with welting 
have probably become part of your 
sewing habits. 

Here are easy directions for put- 
ting on the extra little touches which 
we've used in making up the Better 
Homes © Gardens prints: 


Couch slipeover has a rippling 
flounce around the bottom that 
hangs in graceful folds like a skater’s 
skirt. To make it, cut circular sec- 
tions 12 inches deep from a full 





width of fabric; then 
piece together until 
top edge of flounce 
measures exactly the 
same as the circum- 
ference of the couch 
to be trimmed. Take 
care not to stretch this 
edge. It has a great deal of “‘give”’ 
because of its bias cut. 








Armehair combines plain Glosheen 
top with box-pleated print skirt. 
Pleats are placed so that space be- 
tween is about same width as pleats. 
Divide pleats evenly to fit distance 
across the front of your chair. In this 
case there are six pleats about 214 
inches wide. Hem flounce and press 
pleats before mounting on plain 
finished top. 


Extra-fat weltimg uses half-inch 
cotton cord. (Most ready-made 
welting has much smaller cord.) 
Cut bias strips of plain Glosheen 114 
inches wide. Seam these together 
along slanting ends and press seams 





open. Fold over cord, right side out. 
When you stitch, use cording foot on 
your machine so you can keep stitch- 
ing close to the fat cord. 


Chair-seat cushions will vary with 
the size and shape of your chair, so 
cut your own pattern from wrapping 


paper. Lay paper on the chair, and 
draw around the edge with Junior’s 
crayon. Cut out and put back on the 
chair to check fit. Adding %-inch 
seam allowance on all sides, use this 
pattern to cut Glosheen for outside 
cover, unbleached muslin for inside 
cover. Use pattern without extra 4- 
inch allowance when cutting layers 
of cotton wadding for stuffing. For 
seat pads like those in dining room, 
three or four layers of wadding are 
enough. Pads with boxed edges like 
that on dressing-table stool require 
at least five layers of firm stuffing. 

Stitch front and back pieces of 
muslin together; turn right side out, 
and stitch again 44 inch from the 
edge. Leave a 6-inch stuffing vent at 
the back of the cushion. Slide in cot- 
ton layers and distribute fluffiness 
evenly. Then overcast vent, turning 
in raw edges. 

Outside cover is made the same 
way, except that welting is inserted 
before front and back are basted to- 
gether. Don’t omit this trim; it gives 
a professional finish. Again you'll 
use the cording foot on your sewing 
machine. To fasten pads to chairs, 
add 10-inch tie tapes at the back 
corners, These may be cotton tape or 
bias binding, folded and stitched so 
that no raw edges show. 

Opening in back of cover may be 
hand-sewn closed, then ripped open 
when cover is removed for cleaning. 
Or you can finish it with a short 
placket. To fasten, use skirt-length 
slide fastener, or snaps each 2 inches. 


Living-reom valance. Borrow 
Junior’s crayons, sit on the floor, and 
draw a big, brown paper pattern for 
the shaped valance. Its custom-made 
look is achieved by having the grace- 
ful ups and downs designed just to 
suit your window. The one pictured 
was cut 16 inches deep at each end 





and in the center while it swoops to 
131% inches between. Don’t forget to 
make the valance long enough to 
extend across the frame, as well as 
the window, and have a 4-inch re- 
turn at each side. 

Use your pattern to cut three 
thicknesses for each valance: printed 
Glosheen for the front, canvas or 
buckram stiffening, and sateen lin- 
ing. Make enough heavy welting to 
go along both upper and lower 
edges. Baste sateen and Glosheen to- 
gether with welting inserted, round 
side toward the center. Stitch along 
these two edges, leaving ends open. 
Turn right side out and press. Now

Carry skirt at 
least 34 the way around so there will 
be no ugly gap at the back.

Stitch to strip of 1- 
inch-cotton tape. 

Shallow ruffle is hemmed, gath- 
ered, and stitched to cotton tape on 
top of deep flounce. Tack thru tape 
with white-headed thumbtacks or 
small-headed gimp tacks, hiding 
heads under top ruffle. 

For a ruffle-framed mirror, sew a 
narrow strip of hemmed ruffling to 
cotton tape. Tack tape to back edge 
of small mirror. 


Dressing-table steel pad and 
small pillow used on chaise longue 
are made the same way as dining- 
room chair pads, except that top 
and bottom of covers inside and out- 
side are sewed to 2-inch, straight 
boxing strips. Pillow is stuffed with 
more cotton wadding than flatter 
seat pads.

How Are Your 








At the first sign that Bob or Sue has one of the contagious diseases of 
childhood, help prevent its spread by informing school authorities and 
playmates’ parents. The exposed children can then be protected by the 
precautions discussed here, and epidemics can be checked at the start 


THe other day I was in the school 
nurse’s office when the phone rang. 
“There’s a mother after my own 
heart,” she commented, putting the 
receiver back on its hook. “She called 
to tell me her boy has just come 
down with chicken pox. Now I can 
watch for other cases in his room. 

“We're trying to encourage all 
mothers to report contagious dis- 
eases to us at once, sO we can pre- 
vent their spread thru the school,” 
the nurse continued. “But it’s sur- 
prising how many won’t take the 
trouble to call.” 

How are your exposure manners? 
When your child comes down with 
a contagious disease do you imme- 
diately: 

1. Phone his school and advise 
the nurse or teacher? 

2. Phone the mothers of his play- 
mates? 

If you do, the parents of any 
children who have been exposed 
may take steps to prevent the dis- 
ease. Don’t delay, or it will be too 
late for preventive measures. It is 
up to the individual, of course, 
whether he wishes to take advantage 
of the shots now available, but in 


any case he should consult his 
physician for advice. Some parents 
still cling to the theory that chil- 
dren catch everything sooner or 
later, so it might as well be now. 
However, these parents ignore some 
important facts! Some children are 
weaker than others. Some suffer 
serious aftereffects from contagious 
diseases. In many cases, the older 
a child is when he contracts a dis- 
ease, the better he fares. 


Your good exposure manners 
give an exposed child the benefit of 
all the measures shown at end of this 
article to prevent his contracting the 
disease, or at least to insure him 4 
milder case. 

But supposing your child does 
have the disease. Perhaps he is the 
one who has been exposed. Even 
tho he has been given preventive 
shots immediately, he may contract 
such a light case that he could easily 
continue his usual routine and pass 
the disease on to others. 

Therefore, if your child has been 
exposed to a contagious disease: 

1. Examine your child carefully 
during the days when he is most

children unnecessary pain, serious 
aftereffects, even death. 


To Prevent or Lighten Cases 


Measles—Shots given within a few 
days after exposure will temporarily 
prevent or modify measles. 


German measles—Nothing is usu- 
ally done to prevent or modify 
German measles since the disease 
lasts only a few days and is rarely 
serious. However, it is sometimes 
confused with scarlet fever and reg- 
ular measles. Particularly during 
epidemics of these two diseases, 
cases of so-called German measles 
should be watched closely. 


Chicken pex—Nothing is usually 
done to prevent or modify this dis- 
ease since it is rarely serious, even in 
infants. However, smallpox is some- 
times spread by a light smallpox 
case being mistakenly diagnosed as 
chicken pox. 


Smallpox —Positive protection 
against smallpox is produced by ad- 
vance vaccination producing a scar. 
Vaccination is usually repeated in 
epidemics of smallpox and ideally 
every five to seven years. 


Diphtheria—Advance protection 
against diphtheria is provided by 
shots. A child so immunized may 
need a Schick test on exposure to 
determine immunity or an added 
booster diphtheria shot. A non- 
immunized child may be given shots 
on exposure which will provide pro- 
tection lasting a few weeks. 


Mumps—Nothing is usually done 
to modify or prevent this disease 
since it is rarely serious for pre- 
adolescent children. 


Whooping cough—Advance _pro- 
tection against whooping cough may 
be provided by shots which usually, 
but not always, prevent the disease. 
If not prevented, a case may be 
lightened. 


Searlet fever—A child exposed to 
scarlet fever may be given the Dick 
test to determine susceptibility. If 
susceptible, shots are available for 
modifying or possibly protecting 
temporarily if given shortly follow- 
ing contact. Shots for active immu- 
nization against scarlet fever are 
also available, but they are not as 
generally used as diphtheria shots.

in the center between the outside 
and inside walls. For a small room, 
24-inch louvers are especially desir- 
able. They’re available, or soon will 
be, in copper, steel, and aluminum. 
They should be about 6 to 8 inches in 
thickness; this will leave plenty of 
room for a screen on the inside. That 
is a feature you shouldn’t overlook. 
Two small screens snugly fitted will 
assure you a flyproof bedroom or 
bathroom all summer. 

On the inside, a small panel door, 
insulated and weatherstripped, cov- 
ers the louvers and provides an ex- 
cellent means for varying the amount 
of ventilation. You can equip the 
doors with standard hardware de- 
signed for the purpose. A good tem- 
porary device is an ordinary screen 
hook. With this, four different adjust- 
ments are possible: 


You can hook one door (about 
halfway open) and leave the other 
closed for ordinary chilly weather. 

Or keep both doors open with the 
hooks. This will afford you all-over 
circulation. 

For warmer days, leave one door 
hooked, and open the other com- 
pletely. 

For maximum ventilation, leave 
both doors wide open. You can 
leave the house with no sense of in- 
security. No one can break in—that 
is, until someone invents a louver- 
jimmy—and the house is fresh and 
cool when you come back.

GatH ER around, dog lovers. The 
boss says it’s time to dish up some 
more of those juicy questions out of 
our mailbag.

other muscles in painful, agonizing 
spells, and is unable to sleep or eat 
for long periods. It often terminates 
in partial or total paralysis. 

A typical letter comes from Mrs. 
H. G. K., of Indiana: 

“My dog suffers severely from 
Chorea. Most everybody says I 
should have him put to sleep. We all 
love the dog dearly. Is there any 
hope or anything we can do?” 


Tus is what we wrote—and we 


are happy to report we have re- ! 


ceived quite a few letters from owners 
of Chorea-afflicted pets. The writers 
tell us this “treatment” is showing 
good results, after a fair trial: 
“Dear Madam: While there are 
varying degrees of Chorea—and 
age of the dog is an important factor 
—our policy on this affliction is: 
While there’s life, there’s hope. Mas- 
sage the dog’s back and hindquarters 
twice daily with equal parts of witch 
hazel and water. Feed nutritious 
foods, with generous additions of 
milk, buttermilk, cottage cheese, egg 
yolks. Mix 1 to 2 teaspoons of cod- 
liver oil into the main daily meal. 
Also add 14 teaspoon of powdered 
calcium gluconate to the food. Ad- 
minister one ABCDG vitamin cap- 
sule daily. Provide a warm, dry bed, 
free from drafts. Do not exercise the 
dog too much, but slow, quiet walks 
in the fresh air and sun will help a 
great deal. Don’t underestimate the 
value of kind, loving patience and 
care in dealing with this disease. 
Comfort the dog and sympathize 
with him during severe spasms.” 


A RATHER common complaint is 
voiced by Mr. G.W.C., of Connecti- 
cut: 

“My dog is a problem—sweet and 
well-behaved as an angel while we 
are around, but when left alone in 
the house, he tears up carpets, chews 
and litters newspapers all over the 
place, claws the varnish off doors, and 
generally wrecks our home. This is 
getting to be too much of a good 
thing. What can be done -to cure 
him of these destructive tendencies?” 

Well, this is quite a problem. In 
the first place, no one seems to know 
what causes a dog, seemingly well- 
disciplined, to go into these tantrums 
when left alone—whether it’s anger, 
fear of being deserted, or just sheer 
boredom. We have seen dogs (males 
and females alike) who’ll tear down 
curtains, rip up upholstery, chew up 
floor coverings, overturn chairs and 
lamps—when left to their own de- 
vices in a house or apartment. 

A cure takes considerable patience 
—leaving the dog alone for short 5- 
minute periods, for several days in

succession. Then, this can be 
stretched to 8- or 10-minute sessions 
—then 15 minutes. And so on. This 
takes time—maybe a month or two. 
Watchful listening outside the closed 
door can apprise the master of the 
beginning of these destroying ex- 
peditions—whereupon he can burst 
in, with a scolding shout, and whack 
the criminal across the flank with a 
folded newspaper. This catching the 
miscreant right in the act has value 
—because it affords an association in 
his mind between the punishment 
and the crime (very important) and 
gives the dog the required mental 
shock. The newspaper makes a loud, 
terrifying noise, for good emphasis, 
but will not hurt him. 


lr ALL this fails, the owner of such 
an offender had better buy one of 
those well-constructed dog-shipping 
crates (as we have had to do at our 
house on more than one occasion). 
They can be purchased at most all 
pet shops or sporting goods depart- 
ments. Confine the dog in this when 
left alone. Get him used to it by al- 
lowing him to sleep in it at night — 
and he’ll be perfectly content to 
spend long hours therein, thru the 
absence of the master or the family.

We get quite a few letters from 
owners of pugnacious dogs. One of 
these comes from Mr. H.G.W., of 
Pennsylvania, who writes: 

“Because our landlord objects to 
dogs being kept in the house, we 
have to confine our Collie in the 
back yard. This has seemingly made 
him vicious toward other dogs, and 
when we take him for a walk, he will 
invariably attack other males. How 
can I cure this bad habit?” 


In THE first place, such dogs 
should be leashed and muzzled when 
in public. Most city and village ordi- 
nances cover this pretty well. But 
the real cure consists of attaching a 
12- or 15-foot rope to the dog’s 
collar. When he “rushes,” let him 
run the full length of the rope—then, 
with a sharp, firm jerk, throw the 
dog unceremoniously on his ear, so 
to speak. This is the method by 
which over-eager Pointers and Set- 
ters are trained, to restrain them 
from prematurely flushing game. 
Several such spillings will teach the 
trouble seeker to think twice before 
attacking other dogs. 

A letter that stumps us comes 
from Master H. J., of Kansas, who 
asks us to cover an entire subject. 

“T’ve a Cocker Spaniel pup and 
want him to be a fine dog. Tell me

old units, some are small enough to 
fit into closets or between walls. 


They look nice. New boilers and 
furnaces, like radios, come in many - 
shapes, sizes, colors, and trims. But 
in almost every case, compact de- 
sign gives you a free hand in turning 
basements into such things as play- 
rooms, trim laundry rooms, and 
workshops. 


They are easy to keep clean. 
Thanks to smooth metal cabinets, 
many furnaces can be wiped off in a 
jiffy with a damp rag. Dust collectors 
—corners, pockets, and pipes—are 
eliminated or sealed inside. Some 
coal burners have sealed chutes 
down which clinkers slide into closed 
ash cans. Others have sealed ashpits 
in the floor. 


They reduce fuel bills. New 
metal alloys transfer heat from fire 
pot to ducts faster and with less loss. 
Ingenious tricks get more heat out 
of the flame. Some systems whirl the 
flame, spreading its effect over more 
of the heat chamber’s walls. Others 
provide extra long paths thru which 
flames must travel, thus exposing a 
greater surface to the heat. 


Moisture supply. Warm-air fur- 
naces require water pans to main- 
tain a comfortable humidity in the 
house, but in some of the new types 
you can hook the pan to your house- 
hold water supply line and it refills 
automatically. Pans are redesigned, 
too, to expose more evaporating 
surface to the air stream. 

Fans and blowers. They are more 
powerful, and quieter than ever. 
Their greater power sends heat more 
quickly to remote rooms, os 


Filters. Most fan-and-blower units 
have a filter of spun glass, paper, or 
cloth to clean and freshen circu- 
lating air. Incidentally, many such 
units can be bought separately and 
added to your present heating plant. 

One new air cleaner removes dust 
particles as fine as those in tobacco 
smoke from the air. No larger than a 
refrigerator, the cleaner works with 
a warm-air heating plant or an air- 
conditioning system. Room air is 
pulled across special plates which 
remove and retain dust particles. 
The clean air is then returned to the 
heating plant, warmed, and circu- 
lated thru the house. 


Firing Devices 


Research has brought improve- 

ments in methods of firing all fur- 
naces—gas, oil, coal, or electricity. 
Low-draft burners for all fuels. 
On spring and fall days when you 
aren’t sure whether the heating plant 
should be on or off, you can turn the 
fire on low, like the simmer flame on 
a gas range, without wasting fuel. 
New burner design keeps the fire 
from going out, keeps burners from 
clogging, and keeps flames from 
giving off soot. 
Automatic coal stokers. Most 
coal hoppers are lower, roomier, 
neater, more attractive, and tightly 
sealed. One manufacturer paints his 
stoker white to dramatize its dust- 
tight cleanliness.

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present furnace or install a new sys- 
tem, you can put the stoker where 
you want it. One stoker has a uni- 
versal joint so you can by-pass ob- 
structions. Others make it possible 
to stoker-feed a furnace from the 
side. 

Most stokers now have direct bin- 
to-furnace feed. The coal man fills 
your bin, the stoker fills your fur- 
nace, and all you do is pull out 
clinkers. These stokers are tightly 
sealed, and if you have a sealed coal- 
bin, coal dust can’t drift thru your 
basement. 

All new stokers have quiet, power- 
ful, smooth-running motors and 
transmissions. 

For cleaner, more complete com- 
bustion, most stokers now have some 
kind of breathing system. It forces 
added oxygen into the fire pot along 
with the coal. Sometimes it’s done 
by intermittent feeding that peri- 
odically pokes up the fire. Sometimes 
it’s done by fans and blowers. 


Oil burners. Technical develop- 
ments have slashed fuel waste and 
boosted heat transfer to chamber 
walls. One manufacturer has added 
an “economy clutch” for oil burners, 
designed to save fuel in that brief 
period just after the fire is turned up. 
When more heat is needed, this de- 
vice swings into action. It sends more 
air into the chamber before oil is let 
into the fire pot. When the oil is re- 
leased, extra oxygen is on hand to 
make it burn with maximum heat. 
Result—less fuel consumption, less 
soot. 


Gas burners. Burner design has 
been improved to boost efficiency 
and to get the most possible heat out 
of the many kinds of gas fuels avail- 
able in different areas. 


Electric furnaces. A new electric 
heating system that causes no dust 
or smoke has been devised. It’s 
known as reverse-cycle heating— 
refrigeration in reverse. Here’s 
roughly how it works. Cool water is 
pumped from a compressor into a 
pipe that extends 200 feet straight 
down into the ground. At that depth 
the earth’s temperature averages 
about 55 degrees. As the water in 
the pipe returns to ground level, it 
absorbs enough of the earth’s heat 
to operate the system, which in turn 
heats the house. The cooled water 
then returns for more heat. The 
system works in reverse for summer 
cooling. 


Heat Distribution 


Warm-air ducts. Round, bulky, 
warm-air pipes are giving way to 
trim, rectangular ducts that look 
better and add headroom to base- 
ments. Rectangular ducts lie flat 
against basement ceilings; some fit 
between floor joists. 

Some small homes are now heated 
by means of a “‘plenum chamber”— 
a hollow, suspended ceiling that 
contains a heating unit. Usually the 
chamber is built over a central hall- 
way, with short duct connections to 
grilles in each room. 


Warm-air grilles. Outlets are get- 
ting smaller. The new designs and 
finishes of grilles make them far less 
noticeable in any room. Some grilles 
have directional louvers so heat can 
be deflected to the place it’s needed 
in a room, 


Hot-water and steam piping.

sulation and location of pipes, with 
an eye on efficiency and appearance. 
There has been much progress, of 
course, in the field of radiant heat- 
ing—-see “What Is This Radiant 
Heating?” in Better Homes & Gardens 
for December, 1946. 


Hot-water and steam radiators. 
In many new homes, these bulky 
hulks are being set back into wall 
recesses, often faced with grilles. 
Where radiators still stand out from 
walls, they are camouflaged behind 
gvod-looking metal cabinets. There 
is a wide selection of colors and styles, 
all of them easier to keep clean. 
Many radiators now have built-in 
pans to regulate humidity. Some 
have special vanes which keep walls 
cleaner by aiming heat out into a 
room. On a few you’ll find the con- 
trol valve near the top so you can 
adjust it without stooping. 
Baseboard heating. Baseboard 
units are available for both hot- 
water and steam systems. Finned 
units like tiny radiators, hidden be- 
hind cast-iron baseboards, throw 
heat into the room. Baseboard units 
extend around the outside walls of a 
room, replacing ordinary radiators 
now usually located under windows. 


Heating Controls 


The modern heating plant regu- 
lates itself more accurately and re- 
liably than the most careful human 
fire tender. 


Thermostats. Old “up-and-down” 
heating, due to intermittent firing, 
has been reduced to a minimum by 
the sensitivity of new thermostats 
and by quicker heat transfer. 

One control manufacturer has an 
improved method of regulation 
which fits any type of heating sys- 
tem. Instead of causing a burst of 
heat when the room temperature 
drops below the desired level, this 
control keeps temperature constant 
by continually varying the tempera- 
ture of the heat-carrying medium 
used. In warm-air systems, the new 
thermostat controls a valve that 
mixes the hot and cold air entering 
ducts, so air flows out of registers at 
a constant temperature. In _hot- 
water systems, hot and cold water 
are mixed to get the same result. 
Steam systems are regulated by con- 
trolling the amount of steam enter- 
ing radiators. 

On most new thermostats, dials 
are easier to read. A few dials are 
luminous. Some thermostats have 
radio-type adjusting knobs, for more 
accurate settings. Others have tim- 
ing devices—you set them like an 
alarm clock, and they turn the tem- 
perature up or down at any specified 
time. 


Register controls. Heat passing 
thru registers can be controlled 
automatically, room by room. A 
small bulb, sensitive to temperature 
changes, controls a series of bellows 
and levers on each register. These 
open or close the register’s louvers to 
regulate the flow of warm air. Bulb 
settings can be adjusted to individual 
taste. [ Turn to page 160

Safety controls. Designed to pro- 
tect furnaces from overheating, they 
shut off the fuel supply automatical- 
ly when trouble develops. Some 
safety controls have warning lights 
to announce the trouble. 


Manual furnace controls. Even 
with hand-fired systems, it’s now 
possible to get a degree of automatic 
contro). An attachment for this pur- 
pose consists of a thermostat that 
regulates a motor, which in turn 
operates the check and draft to- 
gether, in the proper relationship. 
Zone heating. Any home can be 
zoned to permit different tempera- 
tures in different areas. The ducts or 
pipes are divided into separate cir- 
cuits, with the heat supply to each 
governed by automatic controls. 
Suppose there’s a strong north wind 
blowing. The thermostat controlling 
heat in the north wing calls for heat 
more often, but the thermostat in the 
warmer south wing will keep the 
damper it operates shut. On a hot- 
water or steam system, a valve does 
the work of the damper. 


Auxiliary Heaters 


For those days when it’s neither 
hot nor cold, for hard-to-heat rooms, 
and for mild climates, there are 
many auxiliary units. Some are 
portable, others can be permanently 
located at cold spots. 


Electric radiators. They look like 
the hot-water radiators you are 
familiar with. But they heat by 
electricity and plug into any wall 
socket. Each radiator holds less than 
a gallon of water, which is turned 
into steam by electrical heat. 
Electric heaters. Some use fans to 
circulate air; others depend on re- 
flectors or directional vanes to 
spread heat. One new product is a 
fan-type heater with detachable 
heating grids; with grids removed, it 
becomes an ordinary floor-type fan 
for summer use. 

There are many different models, 
styles, and prices to choose from. 
Most electric heaters are portable. 
Almost all have grilles designed to 
keep children, pets, and careless 
grownups from tangling with the 
heating elements. 

Built-in gas heaters. You can 
buy them with rectangular grilles 
that make them look like ordinary 
hot-air registers. Or you can buy 
them in ‘“‘panel” styles—tall and 
narrow to provide a greater spread 
of heat. 

Fireplaces. The old-fashioned fire- 
place has come in for some engineer- 
ing to improve its heating ability. 
Prefabricated fireplace linings sup- 
ply the elements of good fireplace 
design, including side vents to give 
extra heat. You buy only the linings. 
How you cover them—with brick, 
stone, or paneling—is for you to 


decide.

Console heating units. Most con- 
sole-heater cabinet designs have the 
good looks to make them an asset in 
any room. Heat-chamber design 
has kept units small, tho chambers 
actually have more wall area to give 
off heat. Thru louvers or blowers, 
heat is thrown down to the floor 
where it won’t cause drafts. On some 
models the cabinet also has side 
louvers to speed warm air to all parts 
of the room. 

Midget furnaces. One manufac- 
turer is marketing a “‘suitcase fur- 
nace,” so called because of its size. 
It can be recessed in a wall between 
rooms, placed in the floor, or set ona 
closet shelf. It burns gas and will heat 
21% rooms. Another manufacturer is 
offering larger gas- and oil-fired 
models for closet  installation— 
models that heat, filter, humidify, 
and circulate the air. 


Under-the-floor heaters. Fired 
with oil or gas, these heaters offer 
many of the advantages of basement 
units, plus the advantage that you 
don’t need a basement to hold them. 
The under-the-floor heater is in- 
stalled just beneath floor level. It 
sends heat thru a hot-air grille set 
in the floor above it, or thru double 
registers set in a partition between 
two rooms. Thermostatic control of 
floor units can make them entirely 
automatic. 


Selecting a Heating System 


Selecting a heating plant for your 
new home, or modernizing your 
present system, is a problem deserv- 
ing careful study. Here are things to 
consider: 

1. Price and availability of fuel in 

your area. 

2. The size of your home. 

3. Thearrangement of yourrooms. 

4. How well your home is insu- 

lated.

with these, the philanthropic re- 
pairman went to the bank and 
got the rest of the $775 he’d asked 
for in the first place. 

The next thing Mrs. Morales 
heard was the bank calling up a 
month later demanding her first 
payment. 


Anp as far as this particular in- 
cident is concerned, the moral is 
“don’t sign nuttin’ until you read 
it.” It might take a little time, but 
it'll be worth it. 

An aged colored man in Cleve- 
land was hooked for $1,300 on 
exactly the same swindle. 

Or take racketeers who solicit a 


job of cleaning or resetting your 


furnace. To “‘clean” it properly, they 
dismantle the furnace, strew the 
parts all over the basement, shake 
their heads, call for the “company 
engineer.” The latter hurries out, 
takes a look at the dismembered 
furnace, shakes Ais head, says the 
furnace is shot—it wouldn’t pay to 
fix it—better order a new one. 


ALttrHo many of today’s jerry- 
built houses may collapse before the 
termites get around to them, owners 
of older houses are logical prey, not 
only for the indefatigable insects, 
but for eager exterminators. 

After six swindlers had been con- 
victed in Indiana for fraudulent 
termite operations, Prof. J. J. Davis, 
head of the entomology department 
at Purdue, warned homeowners not 
to accept the word of unknown per- 
sons who say you’ve got ’em. 

“Few, if any, infestations are so 
urgent that control is necessary im- 
mediately,” Professor Davis de- 
clared. “If you don’t know the op- 
erator who wants to tackle your ter- 
mites, they won’t pull the house 
down on your head in the short time 
itll take you to inquire about him. 
A reliable exterminator should pre- 
pare an estimate just like a build- 
ing contractor. Watch out for the 
operator who tries to sell the job at 
so much per gallon of chemical he 
may use.

k AKE termite exterminators are 
not the only repair and maintenance 
chiselers who can make you wish 
you'd left well enough alone and 
let your house fall down of honest 
old age. 

An Omaha woman hired a 
painter, sight unseen, from the want 
ad section of the World-Herald, paid 
him $150 to paint the inside of her 
five-room house. A couple of weeks 
later she decided to wash off a few 
spots over the bathtub. The spots 
came off with hardly any rubbing. 
So did the paint. 

The Better Business Bureau 
checked up on the painter, found all 
he had ever decorated was a chicken 
house and that he had mixed his 
own “washable” paint for the 
woman’s home.

**Plastic paint.” A lot of ordinary, 
even inferior, paints have been 
palmed off at padded prices as “‘an 
amazing, new, scientific discovery” 
—‘‘a LIFETIME coating.” 


Appliance-repair rackets. De- 
mand that door-to-door repairmen 
representing themselves as “factory 
experts” produce satisfactory cre- 
dentials or references. Don’t let 
strangers tear your typewriter apart 
or cart your washing machine off to 
their “‘shop.”’ They may charge to 
put your portable back together if 
you are able to keep them from ruin- 
ing it. And many a washing machine 
and refrigerator hauled off for re- 
repairs has disappeared as irrevo- 
cably as the lady in Houdini’s trunk. 


Remnant peddlers. A Cleveland 
housewife was offered a piece of li- 
noleum for $30 by a man who said it 
was left over from a job down the 
street. She thought she knew a bar- 
gain when she saw it, drove an even 
harder one, beat the price down to 
$25. Later she found that the li- 
noleum was worth about $16. 


Unordered merchandise. You get 
a bunch of neckties in the mail. You 
didn’t order them, and your first 
thought is, ““Now isn’t that nice? I 
wonder who sent them? On second 
look, tho, they aren’t so hot. You 
delve a little deeper into: the wrap- 
ping and find they aren’t from Aunt 
Winifred; they’re from Colorado 
Joe, a legless veteran of the Spanish- 
American War. And he isn’t giving 
them to you; he would appreciate it 
very much if you would send him 
$5. The Better Business Bureau of 
San Francisco checked up on one 
firm that sent out 2,700 unordered 
articles. The sender’s reply nearly 
melted the calloused heart of the 
bureau manager. 

“We have discontinued mailing 
out this item, as it was a complete 
flop. We received $230 back in the 
mail; 392 people returned: the item 
postage collect. The rest kept theirs 
and have done nothing about it, so 
you can understand why we have 
discontinued, as we cannot afford 
to lose this amount of money.” 

If you receive unordered merchan- 
dise, you don’t have to pay for it or 
return it. Your only obligation is to 
keep it in a reasonably safe place for 
a reasonable period of time so that 
the sender may call for it if he de- 
sires. 


Furniture bargains. Be wary of 
young widows—especially if you 
meet one in an apartment full of 
furniture bought just before she got 
the news about poor George. It 
breaks her heart to think of selling it 
at such a loss.

‘Imported’? luxuries. Women of 
a notorious family gang called at 
San Antonio homes last summer to 
display lace tablecloths, and other 
types of needlework which they said 
were handmade in Europe by the 
Ursuline Nuns. Because of the war, 
the nuns had to convert their prize 
possessions into cash, the story went. 
Purchased at high prices by many 
housewives, the lace proved to be 
cheap, machine-made merchandise. 


Fur-storage rackets. Women who 
let a Detroit fur house pick up their 
coats for “‘free storage’’ after being 
told they were ‘‘winners”’ in an ‘‘ad- 
vertising” plan, soon wished they’d 
let the moths have their fun. One 
woman received a phone call telling 
her that the coat was moth-eaten 
and that the repair bill would be 
$14.95. She knew better, refused to 
authorize the work. The company 
next offered her $200 trade-in on a 
new coat. She got worried, asked 
them to return her coat, was told, 
“If you want it, come and get it!” 
When she did go, she was informed, 
“Your coat is already in the vaults. 
We can’t possibly get it for you un- 
til next fall.’’ Better entrust your furs 
only to firms you know to be reliable. 


In EVERY type of gyp, it’s well to 
remember that, even if the swindler 
is arrested and prosecuted, you'll 
probably have a hard time getting 
your money back. Chances are you 
won’t—he’s spent it before the police 
get to him or concealed it beyond 
their reach. 

The best defense against the gyp 
artist is a little investigation before 
you sign on the dotted line or pay 
him off. Many new firms are reli- 
able; many door-to-door salesmen 
are selling honest merchandise or 
soliciting work which will be per- 
formed as represented. But in all 
such instances they’ll be glad to dis- 
play credentials you can trust or 
references you can check. It’s the guy 
who tells you he has only one left, or 
that the free offer expires tomor- 
row, who deserves the door slam.

Not 
an artist? Neither am I. But that 
doesn’t matter a bit. 

First, you choose pictures to suit 
your room. Spanish, Indian, Swed- 
ish, or Pennsylvania Dutch motifs 
are good, but any conventional de- 
sign will do. Magazines, calendars, 
dishes, wallpaper, gift wrappings 
are all full of ideas. 








Stick the pictures you choose to 
outside of window panes with cellu- 
lose tape.

Dress for an Adirondack resort as

L. L. Bean boots are pre- 
ferred—but a man’s work shoe will 
do it. Take along your socks ward- 
robe when you fit them, to make sure 
they'll accommodate the bulk. 
Lightweight cotton socks come first, 
with a clean pair in your knapsack, 
then wool socks to act as a cushion. 

Top next. Wear lightweight, close- 
fitting underwear, cotton or wool. 
It prevents chafing, absorbs mois- 
ture. Over this: shorts, and a light 
shirt or blouse first, then a wool. 
You'll need wool on occasion, and a

shirt is easy to carry. For windy 
heights and chill nights, a jacket, or 
a hooded skiing parka, which keeps 
out rain as well as wind. Take out 
the lining for summer comfort. 

In between, 46-ers prescribe bug 
juice in good coverage, preferably- a 
mixture containing dimethyl phtha- 
late (DMP), available at drug and 
sporting goods stores. Black flies 
desert the Adirondacks by August 
but no-see-ums may linger on. 


Fishing. Most Adirondack lakes and 
streams provide excellent fishing, 
especially for trout. Equipment can 
be rented in many of the less remote 
areas. Get your license from town, 
county, and city clerks or from game 
wardens: nonresident, 3-day, $2.75; 
season, $5.50.

But if you are one of those who 
still feel queasy in the air, here’s 
advice from the seasoned A.A.F.

So keep your eyes open, and on 
the horizon, fields, cities below, so 
they can signal accurately whether 
you’re on the level or banking for a 
turn. Second, give that inner ear a 
chance to function.

Third, sit easy, so your muscles can 
pick up position and relay it. And 
fourth, eat normally and keep calm.

For best growth, all vegetables need direct sunlight for six hours a day. 
Dust peas with rotenone to control pea weevil and spittle bugs, 


Apply when plants come into bloom. Repeat two weeks later. 


Remove winter mulch from fuchsias about April 10. 

Plant tigridias 4 inches deep and 6 inches apart in late April. 
Divide dahlia clumps into sections containing two or three tubers 
and one or more buds. Plant 3 inches deep and 2 feet apart. 
Apply boron to soil if chard or beets didn’t grow well (or beets 
had black centers) last year. Sprinkle not more than one teaspoon of 
borax powder in each 20 feet of furrow when seeds are sown. Boron 


is not needed east of the Cascades because the soil is alkaline.

Finish dormant spraying soon. Plants infested with scale can be 
sprayed safely only until the buds open enough to disclose definite 
leaves. Don’t spray unless scale is actually present. This is particu- 
larly true for cherries, peaches, and oaks, all easily injured by oil 
sprays. Apple trees are tough, so can be sprayed each year. 

Uncover and prune roses. Leave only the five strongest shoots, 
cut back to an outside bud about 8 to 12 inches from the ground. 


Prune Snowhill hydrangeas down to 4 inches. Buddleia, vitex, 
mallow, and callicarpa usually die back nearly to the ground each 
winter, so cut them back to live wood (live buds are swollen now). 
Broadcast plant food in the shrub beds. Spread one handful for a 
shrub that’s knee high, two for one waist high. 
Feed groundcover plants now to promote a vigorous growth. 
Apply when leaves are dry. Jostle the leaves with your hands or a 
broom rake to shake the plant food off, or they’ll be burned. 
Plant peas, radishes, lettuce, parsley, turnips, spinach, and onion 
sets as soon as the soil dries enough to be worked. Don’t plant seeds 
too deeply—peas at 1% to 2 inches, smaller seeds at 4 to 1% inch. 
The soil is cold and wet, so protect the seed with a disinfectant. 
Harden cabbage, cauliflower, broccoli, and lettuce plants by leav- 
ing them uncovered in the coldframe except on freezing nights.

Sow seeds of the summer annuals, and make cuttings of mar- 
guerites, chrysanthemums, gaillardias, geraniums, vinca, thyme. 
Cut back poinsettia shoots to three buds, or fewer. Cut prunings 
into 6-inch lengths and use as cuttings. Feed the old plants. 
Don’t remove leaves on spring-flowering bulbs. Foliage is 
needed to make the food necessary for good blooms next year. Plant 
annuals among the bulbs to hide unsightly maturing leaves. 
Apply bean-straw mulch to roses and perennials to conserve soil 
moisture. Later straw can be spaded into soil to add humus. 
Prune shrubs that have flowered this spring. 
Feed plants now. They are growing rapidly and need extra food. 
Plant strawberries as edging plants for rose and_ perennial 
beds, or as groundcovers on steep banks (mulch plants well). 
Grow orchid cacti in the filtered light of a lath house or tree.

For flowering plants, I like 
Maiden pink, moss pink, thyme, 
ajuga, arabis, sedum, and dwarf 
Veronica. 

For banks 6 feet or more high, I

Carpet around foundation 
plantings 


Use any of the favorite four. Or 
plant hardy candytuft, moss pinks, 
dwarf white sedum or Goldmoss 
sedum for a pretty floral carpet 
around your shrubs. If your plants 
will be buried under snow most ot 
the winter anyhow, you may want 
to use ajuga and Two-row sedum, or 
to use temporary annuals like Heath 
verbena and sanvitalia. Even sweet 
alyssum will do a good job. But be 
sure you’re not planting something 
which gets tall enough to smother 
the lower leaves on the shrubs. 


Groundeovers 
as shrub substitutes 


Many new houses with their low 
foundations call for low plants. Very 
often plantings of evergreen ground- 
covers can be used beneath windows, 
around low porches, and paved ter- 
races. The patches, two feet or more 
in width, may be made of periwin- 
kle, Japanese spurge, English ivy, or 
wintercreeper. Altho this use of 
groundcover plants is not new, it is 
just begining to be appreciated 
now that many of our new houses are 
no longer built with two feet or more 
of foundations above ground level. 


Between 
steppingstones 

Stick to real dwarfs and you’ll be 
delighted. The tiny starwort are- 
naria looks like a baby grass, and the 
thymes are always neat, tight masses 
of midget-sized leaves. Maiden 
pinks fairly snuggle against the 
bricks and stones. Sedums are small 
enough, but I don’t like them in 
walks because they squash easily, 
staining white shoes. 


When to plant 
groundcovers 

Spring or fall, you can plant 
groundcovers with perfect safety. 
Prepare and enrich the soil as if you 
were building a regular grass lawn. 
You can plan to set plants 12 inches 
apart or you can stretch this to 18 
inches if you are in no hurry about 
how soon the cover will be complete. 
Close spacing gives a quick cover 
and less chance for weeds to start.

pole beans. Yellow wax or green, it’s 
all a matter of family preference. 

If your family likes carrots, and 
most families do by now, then car- 
rots should still be considered for 
third place because of their yield 
and the way they fit into the food 
supply for winter. Crisp bright-or- 
ange carrots freshly pulled are not to 
be compared with wilted, much- 
traveled carrots sold on stands. And 
for every foot of row, you'll get the 
equivalent of a bunch and a half as 
they’re tied for market. Space your 
sowings 10 days apart so as to get a 
long season of carrots at their prime. 


Lear lettuce grows almost as 
easily as dandelions and should be 
planted as soon as the soil can be 
worked. Don’t sow over 15 feet of 
row at one time unless yours is a 
family that dotes on frequent serv- 
ings of the excellent dish termed so 
unimaginatively ‘‘wilted lettuce.”’ 
Beets swell much more slowly than 
radishes, but they can be eaten from 
top to tip. The tops of about half the 
seedlings can be pulled and eaten 
for spring greens. Cooked, with ham 
hocks, they’re something pretty spe- 
cial. This leaves the remaining roots 
spaced for best development. 
Squash has come into the small, 
home-garden class with the advent 
of the bush-type zucchini and the 


‘efficient and delightful Butternut, a 


vine-type squash of superior quality. 
Where a thrifty plant of the bush 
type is content in a 3-foot square, a 
vine may fill to overflowing one 8 
feet each way. But take this into 
consideration—that vine will quite 
probably give you a dozen to 15 
excellent fruits. 

Be certain that your garcen plot 
gets full sun for five hours thru the 
middle of the day. Work the soil up 
thoroly to the full depth of a spading 
fork.

plants needed, you can plant part of 
the area and then root cuttings from 
these plants for the rest of your area. 


Should I trim? 


Yes or no, depends on you. Flow- 
ering plants, such as thyme, sedum, 
and moss pinks are neater if sheared 
after flowering to get rid of the 
brown seed heads. Other types need 
only an occasional clipping when a 
shoot starts to poke its way skyward. 


Any pests? 


Slugs are about the only pest 
you'll see, and then only if your 
plants are in heavy shade. These 
snails without shells are easy to kill 
with prepared bait sold by seed 
stores. 

Spray in early spring with dor- 
mant oil emulsion if scale attacks 
wintercreeper and pachysandra.

My flivver wouldn’t start. Had to phone to Donald 
to come down with his jalopy and push me miles 


April I Hurried out before break- 
fast and looked at the electric hot- 
bed. As seedlings begin to show, the 
burlap must be taken off the soil. I 
keep the soil temperature about 60 
to 65. If the day turns hot, I turn off 
the heat and raise the edge of a sash 
a bit. 

With an hour or so of work time 
tonight, I had three things to do at 
once—haircut, speech to write, and 
sweetpeas to plant. What did I do? 
You guessed it. I planted the sweet- 
peas. 

The soil where they went once had 
long seedframes for growing peren- 
nial seedlings. It has had a lot of 
peat and sand worked in, so is loose 
and suited for sweetpeas. It had 
already been spaded and worked up. 

I made drills with a hoe and 
planted four rows 30 inches apart, 
to give Maggie room for picking 
blooms. I dropped the seeds two to 
three inches apart in the drills and 
covered them with about half an 
inch of soil. These were the Cuth- 
bertson sweetpeas, the same new 
strain, early flowering and heat re- 
sistant, I grew last year with such 
good results. 


April 3 Arrived in Chicago this 
morning by train. At noon ran into 
Milton Carleton and Gene Pfister in 
a hotel lobby. They were on their 
way to the annual luncheon meeting 
of the Chicago Horticultural So- 
ciety. I was invited to attend. I did 
and was glad to be there. It was an 
important affair and a lot of noted 
garden folks of the Chicago region 
were there. 


April 4 When I went out to work 
tonight the thermometer was 60. 
But the winds blew, and it grew 
chilly until it was down nearly to 40 
before suppertime ever came. But 
was a busy evening. A few more 
roses were set out. I also put in four 
rows of Irish Cobbler potatoes and 
five rows of Little Marvel peas. 
These went in alongside sweetpeas. 


April 5 To the asparagus bed to- 
night. I raked off old tops. Donald 


hoed out weeds and raked them up. 
Then with the garden tractor, he 
cultivated the space. 

What we’ll do further will be to 
scatter a thin layer of coal ashes over 
the bed. Scatter a mulch of compost 
from the compost pile. Give the bed 
a fairly heavy application of plant 
food. Cultivate again. Later I 
usually scatter rock salt over the bed 
to kill off weeds. 


April @ In Piqua this afternoon. 
Today the flowering crabs were in 
bloom. Sad to relate, I have never 
planted many of these. 

Two I liked most were Malus 
scheideckeri and M. theifera, This 
first has a semidouble pink bloom 
and the second, the tea crab, has 
clusters of pale, almost white, blos- 
soms. Both are red-budded before 
they open. 


April 9 Looked out over the planta- 
tion from an upstairs window this 
morning and saw quite a lot of color. 
The Japanese quince makes bright 
spots here and yon. The Dolgo crab 
is coming out. There is yellow bloom 
on the mahonia. Some of the lilacs 
are showing color. The wild plum 
by the garage is like a bride’s gown. 
Narcissus is still yellow around the 
edges of things. 


April 10 Once more I can look a 
fellow dirt gardener in the face. Out 
tonight in the chill and made first 
general sowing of annual flowers in 
a bed. This included _larkspur, 
Shirley poppies, calendula, Centaura 
cyanea (ragged robin or cornflower) 
and a few snapdragons. 

In another bed I dittoed with the 
early, cold weather vegetables. In 
went carrots and beets, with radishes 
sowed in the rows with each. I split 
another row with two kinds of leaf 
lettuce, Black Seeded Simpson and 
Grand Rapids U.S. No. 11. 


April 12 Frosted again yesterday. 
Ground was covered with snow this 
a.m. And at five minutes past five 
tonight, my flivver wouldn’t start. 
I had to phone Donald to come 
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down with his campus jalopy and 
push me. All of which explains why 
no horticultural progress was made 
tonight. 


April 14 Bright sun, warm breezes 
—and I’m again in good garden 
standing. Five rows of Bloomdale 
Long Standing Savoy spinach are 
jn the ground. 

Rose beds have all been pruned, 
debris cleared up and burned. Took 
sash off hotbed for awhile during 
middle of day so seedlings could bask 
in natural air. 


April 16 Yesterday a nursery truck 
had delivered the magnolia ordered 
some time since. Read up on how to 
plant a magnolia. Then I went out 
and did it as suggested. 

With Maggie’s help and advice, I 
picked a spot on the rear lawn that 
is on a slight slope and in full sun.

It is away from other shrubs and 
trees. There is a line of tile under 
ground nearby to provide drainage. 
So this is the best place we have. 

After digging a hole about twice 
the size usual for a shrub, I went to 
the compost pile and filled the 
wheelbarrow half full of my best 
compost. I filled up the rest of the 
space with granulated peatmoss and 
mixed the two. This made a light 
soil and the peat is a bit acid, which 
is correct for a magnolia. 

I set the balled magnolia in the 
hole, carefully. Next, I unfastened 
the burlap around the ball and 
pushed it down to the bottom. I 
didn’t take it out for fear I might 
break the ball. 

Then I filled in the space around 
the ball with my mixture of com- 
post and peat, along with a few 
shovels of the topsoil that had come 
out of the hole. The book says not 
to pack the soil around magnolias, 
lest the roots be injured. After the 
hole was filled, I poured in a bucket 
of water from the pool. 

In an hour or so, after this had 
drained down, I covered the moist 
space and built a wide saucer around 
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the base, so rain can collect here and 
hot run off. 


April 17 The two rose beds that 
were mulched last summer have 
Precious few weeds and the topsoil 
is in friable condition. I’ve culti- 
vated them with the wheel hoe. But 
the two beds unmulched are now 
covered with weeds and the topsoil 
is caked hard. 

So I’m spading over these latter 
two. I don’t dig deep enough to 
f Njure the roots but I turn the soil 
over, to bury the weeds. This will 
take longer, but should get the roses 
off to a good start. 
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April 18 A box at the express office 
this p.m. contained a collection of 
some of the newer varieties of Shasta 
daisies. Among these were Edge- 
brook Giant, Fringed Beauty and 
Majestic. In recent years a number 
of new daisies have been introduced, 
without much press agenting. I 
want to try them out and will report 
on them later. 

After setting these out, I began my 
usual yearly propagating bed for 
perennials. Into this I set out small 
divisions of perennials and also those 
raised from seed. Here I grow them 
into clumps for transplanting into 
the perennial beds. 

Looking over last year’s perennial 
seedframe, I found a few seedlings 
still good, so put these into the new 
bed. Then I began to dig, divide, 
and reset other perennials here— 
especially veronicas today. This will 
be continued. 

Meanwhile Donald cranked up 
our little garden tractor and culti- 
vated the peony beds. These have 
long rows and the tractor can be 
used before the tops begin to spread 
out. Thoro cultivation now does 
peonies a heap of good. 


April 20 I’m gradually cultivating 
around the iris, daylilies, perennials, 
and carrying on with the roses. Dig- 
ging loosens up the soil so air and 
water can get down. Kills off weeds 
and promotes thriftiness for good 
bloom later. 


April 21 Maggie had a wonderful 
Sunday dinner, and it was summer 
outdoors. After eating, I went out

A dog sniffed at me. 
woke me up. I'd slept half an hour 


with my trusty pipe. It was so warm; 
I was so lazy, I lay down on my 
back in a path, eyes shaded by hat, 
and went to sleep. After a bit, along 
came the dog to sniff at me to dis- 
cover what was wrong. 


April 22 The old garden panama 
was resurrected from its nail in the 
basement, and I went out to sow 
seeds of annual flowers in a cold- 
frame. If I can get them sowed now, 
under glass, I can give them an 
early start and keep them protected 
from frost. Then a month or so later, 
at my leisure, I can transplant them 
into beds where I want the bloom. 
This transplanting produces a more 
stocky plant, and I can space them 
right. I can also use them to fill up 
vacant spots among the perennials. 

This seedframe has my usual mix- 
ture of soil that I use in all seed 
sowing, the three-way mixture of 
soil, peat, and sand. I am sowing 
seeds here of snapdragons, annual 
asters, marigolds, scabiosas, straw- 
flowers, cosmos, 

Final chore after supper was to 
drag out my weary bones and lug a 
bucket of water to pour around that 
magnolia planted the other day, 
also to the new [ Turn to next page

red oak planted on the front lawn 
last month. 


April 23 Hybrid French lilacs are 
coming into bloom, several weeks 
ahead of time. Tonight Maggie and 
I went toa P.T.A. meeting at school. 
There was a door prize of a sweet- 
gum tree. I hoped I would win it. I 
have one on the lawn—and what 
wonderful color it has in the fall. 
But somebody else drew it. 


April 24 Summer again and with 
Maggie along, drove out to the 
nursery to get a few perennials to 
fill up my beds. This included some 
delphiniums, pyrethrums, a new 
variety of lythrum, some colum- 
bines, and some tall phlox. Back 
home, set these out. How I hate to 
buy plants which I didn’t get raised 
myself, last summer. 


April 25 Off again today, with 
Maggie along. At another nursery 
got a few potted roses to fill up holes 
in beds. Then to a specialist grower 
of outdoor hardy mums. 

I checked over his list and picked 
out a number I do not have at home. 
These included some of the new 
Bristol, DePetris, and University of 
Minnesota varieties of mums and 
some originated by plant scientist 


E. J. Kraus, University of Chicago. 


April 27 Donald has done a whale 
of a lot of spading for me, these 
recent days. Isn’t it wonderful to see 
somebody else transform beds into 
space ready for planting or seed 
sowing. As he worked, I did some 
garden engineering work ahead of 
him. 

With ball of twine, stakes, meas- 
uring sticks, and little sledge, I laid 
off straight edges of beds and then 
cut them with the half-moon edger. 
I have been doing too much of my 
spading by guess and by gosh during 
recent war years. 

Forgot to mention the other night 
that the Jaynes stopped in to say 
howdy. We talked about mums and 
I made a deal with them to trade a 
clump of my Autumn Lights for one 
of Santa Claus. They took theirs 
along. Today I came by their house 
to get Santa, a red cushion sort I 
never had.

April 29 One happy sight was the 
marigolds and asters coming thru 
the ground under the sash in the 
coldframe. I took the burlap over 
vegetable seedings here from the 
hotbed. Moved some big clumps or 
perennials. 


April 301 was determined to make 
a beginning at sowing of perennial 


and biennial seeds this month or 
bust. Well, I made it. But it was 
plumb dark, it seemed, when I quit. 
The frame had been spaded and 
was ready. The soil is my same mix- 
ture of soil, peat, and sand. 

I always begin with columbines at 
the end of the bed. I do this because 
often I leave these until next spring 
before transplanting. Following this 
came Giant Pacific Hybrid del- 
phiniums, pyrethrum, foxgloves, 
Canterburybells, pinks. Still others 
will go in later. 

After sowing, I firm down the 
soil with a small board. Spread 
pieces of burlap on ground. I had 
written labels with weatherproof 
pencil. A record went into note- 
book. Last thing was to put a shade 
of lath over the frame. 

Before this work, I planted four 
Henderson Hybrid hibiscus plants. 
These have blooms as much as 12 
inches across. The plants are hardy 
anywhere. 

I had visited Mr. Henderson at 
Fresno, California, back in 1939. He 
showed me these fine hybrid mallows 
at that time, and I had made color 
photographs of them.

Uncie WIGGILY is an Ameri- 
can rabbit. He has the cheerfulness 
and the quick wit and the resource- 
fulness and the easy optimism of 
most Americans. Altho millions of 
copies of the Uncle Wiggily books 


have been printed and are still selling 
at the rate of 200 thousand every 
year in the United States and have 
won a ready welcome in all English- 
speaking countries, Garis’ tales have 
not been translated into foreign lan- 
guages.

breaking news, working under pres- 
sure on the copy desk, and carrying 
the full load of a newspaperman 
meeting deadlines. Since the first of 
the year, he has concentrated on 
Sunday features. His health is su- 
perb, his hearing is keen, his eyes are 
sharp, he is swift at the typewriter, 
and he never seems to get tired. 


Neary every evening he spends 
a couple of hours with a lathe and 
other tools at his bench in the base- 
ment. Garis invents games as a hob- 
by, made the first models of the 
Uncle Wiggily game and Mr. Doo- 
dle’s Dog. 

“They’re both simple little games, 
but many people have taken to 
them,” he explains. 

Garis has led an active life from 
the time of his boyhood in Bingham- 
ton, New York, where he was born 
April 25, 1873. His father was a 
telegraph operator for a railroad, 
and the family moved fairly often. 
There were three children, always 
clamoring for stories, and the father 
liked to gather them and tell tall 
tales about the Indians out in Wy- 
oming. Howard soon decided that 
he wanted to be a storyteller, altho 
his father tried to push him into be- 
coming a printer. 

The Newark News took him on in 
1896, and in the city room he met 
Lilian McNamara, the first full- 
time woman reporter employed by 
any paper in New Jersey. Their 
desks were side by side. One day she 
asked him how to spell a difficult 
word. He made a wild guess which 
proved to be wrong. They laughed 
about that and found they usually 


laughed at the same things and that 
they enjoyed being together. They 
were married in 1900. 

Several years later, while he was 
covering police headquarters in 
Newark, Garis read Mary Johnston’s 
popular novel of colonial times, To 
Have and to Hold, and resolved to 
write a novel about the Salem witch 
trials. He wrote the rough drafts in 
longhand and took them home for 
typing. To keep from waking his son, 
Roger, then a baby, he put two 
horse blankets on the dining-room 
table and threw another blanket 
over his head and shoulders to form 
a sort of tent. He worked by the light 
of a small lamp. 

“The blankets deadened the noise 
of the typing,” he relates. “‘I wanted 
the baby to get his sleep. Calm, 
peaceful sleep is important for chil- 
dren. If they have plenty of it, they 
grow up healthy and happy.” 


His novel, entitled With Force and 
Arms, was published serially in The 
New York Evening Journal and later in 
book form, but few royalties came 
in. Garis turned to books for boys, 
producing one called The Isle of 
Black Fire about an expedition to 
find radium, and another called 
The White Crystals, about the dis- 
covery of salt. 

Edward Stratemeyer, creator of 
“The Rover Boys,” organized the 
Stratemeyer Syndicate and sent for 
Garis in 1908, asking him to write a 
series about a hero named Tom 
Swift. Garis left his job as a news- 
paperman to devote all his time to 
creative writing. Stories bubbled up 
in his mind with little effort. He

iggily Hops Merrily Along 














Readers shower Garis with rabbits allegedly resembling Uncle Wiggily. 
Unable to cope with the live ones, he gives them to young friends 


dreamed up dozens of the immensely 
popular “Tom Swift” books, and 
wrote many of the “Motor Boys,” 
““Bobbsey Twins,” and “Baseball 
Joe” books which found their way 
into nearly every American home 


where children laughed and played. 


Late in 1909 Edward W. Scudder 
of the The Newark News asked Garis 
to return to the paper to do a daily 
bedtime story for children. He ac- 
cepted because he had been telling 
little stories to his son and daughter 
in the evenings and had seen their 
eyes light up with eagerness and 
contentment. He believes that many 
children would like the gentle humor 
which had tickled his own young- 
sters. 

He chose a rabbit as the central 
figure of his tales after considering 
squirrels, chipmunks, and _ other 
animals. The rabbit won because 
the soft-eyed creature with the long 
ears seemed to have a universal at- 
traction, and because children never 
showed any fear of rabbits. 

‘I was walking in the woods near 
my home when I saw a big, gray 
rabbit behind a log,” Garis recalls. 
“‘He popped his head up and wiggled 
his ears at me. His eyes twinkled, 
and suddenly a name floated into 
my mind: Uncle Wiggily. Then I 
thought a benign old uncle would 
need a housekeeper, and the image 
of a fussy muskrat came into my 
head. I dubbed her Nurse Jane 
Fuzzy Wuzzy.” 


So THE Uncle Wiggily tales be- 
gan, on January 31, 1910, with 
Uncle Wiggily and Nurse Jane en- 
gaged in caring for two orphaned 
rabbits whose parents had been shot 
by hunters. From the beginning, 
Garis presented hunters as_ they 





might look to the preyed-upon 
creatures of the fields and woods— 
as fearsome enemies to be avoided 
and dreaded. He had gone hunting 
once as a boy, but had obtained no 
satisfaction from the sight of the iwo 
squirrels he had killed. He did not 
go hunting again. 

“I’m not a fanatic about hunters 
or hunting,” he muses quietly. “I 
realize it is necessary to kill wolves 
and other beasts, and many fine men 
regard hunting as the greatest of 
sports. Perhaps I’m too softhearted.” 

The genuine skill of the writing 
and the cheerful warmth of the 
Uncle Wiggily stories brought an 
immediate response from hundreds 
of readers in Newark. Letters poured 
in to the newspaper, expressing the 
appreciation of parents. In each 
brief story Garis put a bit of ab- 
surdity that astonished children, a 
bit of information about the way 
animals lived, and a moral lesson 
to be remembered. 


Garis tested each story by tell- 
ing it first to his son and to his daugh- 
ter, Cleo. Often the children would 
suggest twists to the tales. The 
whole family was absorbed in creative 
writing. Mrs. Garis wrote the ‘“‘Mel- 
ody Lane Mysteries” for girls. Even 
the children soon took up storytell- 
ing. 

“People called us “The Writing 
Garises’, ’’ Garis remembers. ‘““Type- 
writers were banging away in every 
room in the house.” 

The Garises brought many fic- 
tional characters into the world, but 
none had the staying power of Uncle 
Wiggily. The wise old rabbit went 
merrily along, year after year, nar- 
rowly escaping the clutches of the 
Bad Chaps, rescuing his friends from 
traps and wolves and snakes and

bears, and being rescued in his turn. 
Soon after the Uncle Wiggily series 
started, Garis signed a syndicate 
contract and the tales were printed 
jn newspapers in more than a hun- 
dred cities. 

“Schoolteachers began using the 
stories in morals and manners 
classes. Some still use them,” Garis 
says. “I think Uncle Wiggily has 
survived mainly because he has 
followed two precepts that good 
people have found workable for 
thousands of years—stay away from 
the bad people because they may 
corrupt you, and be helpful to every- 
one if you get the chance.” 


Uncte WIGGILY demonstrates, 
in a variety of ingenious ways, how 
contentment and happiness may be 
gained and held. Uncle Wiggily 
meets a little red squirrel who is 
combing “and brushing her tail as 
hard as she can, because she wants it 
to be as big as the tail of a gray 
squirrel. He gets her to understand 
that she is trying to do the impossi- 
ble, and that she should be content 
to be what she is and to appreciate 
the kind of beauty Mother Nature 
has given her. In a few lines, Garis 
points out to a child the necessity of 
making the best of his particular 
gifts. 

- Garis never hesitates to employ 
fantasy when it will make a story 
more amusing, but he sticks closely 
to the natural limitations of the ani- 
mals involved. When a tiny yellow 
bird caught in a string trap in a tree 
begs Uncle Wiggily to climb the 
tree and release the trap, the old 
rabbit retorts sharply: “Rabbits 
can’t climb trees.”” Uncle Wiggily 
finds another method of freeing the 
little bird. 

“Children won’t swallow just any- 
thing you tell them,” Garis says. 
“They’re pretty good observers. If 
you want them to trust you, you 
have to know what you're talking 
about. Of course, if you bring in 
something that’s obviously a joke 
and they can see the joke at once, 
they laugh with you and not at you. 
Children’s laughter is a wonderful 
sound to hear.” 








Garis draws gleeful chuckles from 
strange situations, such as the plight 
of the lonesome bug who was meant 
to be a June bug but didn’t get born 
until July and hence had to be a 
July bug. The roly-poly June bugs 
would not associate with their poor 
brother who had been born in the 
wrong month. The July bug finally 
proved himself worthy of admiration 
and got invited to Uncle Wiggily’s 
picnic. 


Tue indelible mark of an Uncle 
Wiggily tale has always been the 
rapid-fire ending, with the breath- 
less rolling forth of improbable and 
amazing events, such as: “‘In case 
the rocking chair on our porch 
doesn’t tip over and scare the pussy- 
cat off the railing, I'll tell you next 
about Uncle Wiggily and the black 
cricket.”” Or this one: “If the little 
boy across the street doesn’t tickle 
my pussycat and make him sneeze 
the rubbers off the umbrella plant, 
the next story will be about Uncle 
Wiggily and the big dog.” 

Garis has a large number of books 
on the development and behavior of 
animals, and when he introduces 
owls, sparrows, badgers, cats, or any 
other bird or beast, he gives some 
authentic information about them. 
Their actions, while exaggerated, 
are consistent with their habits as 
described by naturalists. 


Wate some of the animals in 
Uncle Wiggily’s adventures are 
savage and menacing at times, their 
savagery and menace is never ac- 
cented so sharply that children hear- 
ing or reading about them will be 
shocked. Garis believes that stories 
which scare or shock children can 
have far-reaching effects in their 
sensitive minds. 

“Children take these things very 
seriously,” Garis explains. “They 
learn early, most of them, that life 
isn’t all plain sailing, and that every- 
body gets into difficulties now and 
then. But they are too young to have 
the ways of the jungle spread before 
their eyes. I believe many of these 
new comic books give them bad 
dreams.”’ [ Turn to next page

every country,” he says. “They get 
around.

We PLANNED our house when we had one small boy. Now 
we have three, and it makes all the difference in the world. It 
takes a lot of thought to design a home that the whole family can 
enjoy.

In 
fact, that’s our reason for picking out 
this particular letter. This lady gives 
us practically nothing to go on. 

The truth is, about a hundred dif- 
ferent things can cause an itch, with 
varied treatments for each one. To 
mention a few, there are lice, fleas, 
worms, wrong food, mange, eczema, 
ringworm, dermatitis, various dis- 
eases of the nervous, digestive, or 
circulatory systems, overbathing, 
hot or dry atmosphere, damp sleep- 
ing quarters— and so on. At any 
rate, try to give us evident symptons, 
such as color and surface of the af- 
fected parts, condition of the coat. 
Are there pimples or lesions? Is there 
scaly scurfiness? Are there vesciles or 
postules which break open, dis- 
charge pus? Do these heal, form 
scabs? How big, what shape, how 
colored? What areas are affected

We British 
Like Our Homes

heat in winter and less absorption of 
heat in summer than a long, single- 
story house. It may account for the 
rather square (some Americans call 
it ugly) type of English house. 

The average English house is of 
two stories, and a basement is sel- 
dom provided. Basements were 
popular 70 years ago either in the 
form of a damp cellar for storing 
coal and wine, or as a kitchen and 
living room for servants. In America, 
designers seem to favor basements 
which provide storage room in ad- 
dition to housing the heating stove. 
Surely they are a very expensive 
luxury. Removal of soil and the care- 
ful mixture of concrete to keep out 
moisture must be a considerable ex- 
pense. 

We merely dig a small trench, 
about 2 feet square, fill with con- 
crete, and then lay our bricks. Now 
we come to the greatest difference. 
At least 90 percent of our houses are 
brick. Wood walls are frowned on 
by the authorities; also there is 
nearly always a shortage as most 
wood is imported. Wood construc- 
tion, however, appears in most of 
your homes. As you are troubled 
with termites, whilst we are not, it is 
a pity we cannot change materials 
with you! 


Your windows are the sliding 
type, which we call “sash windows.” 
These have been discarded in Eng- 
land in favor of the hinged or case- 
ment type. We don’t have to fit 
storm windows in winter nor gauze 
grids* in summer as we don’t suffer 
from flies or other insects. 

Our roofs differ from yours; we 
use mostly earthenware tiles, either 
wavy or flat. Natural slate has gone 
out of fashion. 

As to the interior layout, the main 
difference is the hall. We always ar- 
range the hall so that access to the 
two sitting rooms and the kitchen is 
possible without gcing from one 
room to another. We think it impor- 
tant for the housewife to be able to 
answer the front door and to conduct 
a visitor into any room without dis- 
turbing the occupants of any other 
room. Wallpaper is largely replaced 
in English rooms with water paint, 
called distemper. 

Your winters must be colder and 
the summers hotter than in the more 
temperate British Isles. As we are in- 
clined to suffer from ground mists at 
night, we prefer our bedrooms on an 
upper floor—our womenfolk feel 
more secure! 

The traditional English bath is 
what you call a tub, and is usually 
fitted with a hand basin. The water 
closet, being in a separate room, 
gives the necessary privacy. Adjoin- 
ing the bathroom is an airing cup- 
board containing the hot water 
tank which supplies the bath. This 
is a necessity in our damp climate 
for drying clothes and airing bed 
linen. 

You have paid much greater at- 
tention to the kitchen, altho we are 
learning fast. Up to the present, few 
in England have the convenience of

a refrigerator which is a luxury, not 
a necessity, in our colder summers. 
We do have a large food cupboard, 
called a pantry, which is on the 
north side and keeps food reasonably 
cool. 

English houses are _ generally 
thought to be cold, but most homes 
built nowadays have some form of 
central heating, tho less elaborate 
than yours. We fit a hot water boiler, 
burning coke or anthracite, in our 
kitchen. This supplies hot water to 
the bathroom, circulates thru one or 
two radiators—perhaps in the hall 
or bedrooms—and in addition heats 
the airing cupboard and kitchen. 
It burns very little fuel. There are 
no radiators in sitting rooms; bed- 
rooms and sitting rooms have open 
fireplaces. Tho fires are seldom lit 
in the bedrooms, the gentle draught 
keeps them sweet and free from 
damp. In some localities bye-laws 
insist that bedrooms not fitted with 
a fireplace must have a perforated 
grill in the walls. 

To finish our comparisons, let us 
briefly consider the garden. There 
is an old saying that “fan English- 
man’s home is his castle,”’ and so, if 
we don’t surround it with a moat as 
of yore, we do at least surround it 
with a fence. Perhaps we’re some- 
what shy, or perhaps it’s to keep our 
pet dog or hens from straying. Any- 
way, we do not agree with the 
American song, ““Don’t Fence Me

firm in her determination to keep 
them as light as possible. Her family 
is smaller; she doesn’t have as many 
children to help her. 

This situation leaves the old- 
fashioned dining room in a very 
tough spot. True, you can’t enter- 
tain formally in a breakfast nook; 
dinner around a well-set table in a 
pleasant, well-furnished room zs de- 
sirable. So are Cadillacs and mink 
coats, for that matter, but cost and 
upkeep put them in a class with 
dining rooms, 


Doers this sound exaggerated? 
Figure it out. A dining room, 12x14 
feet large, today costs between 
$1,200 and $1,500 to build. Carry- 
ing charges—taxes, insurance, in- 
terest on the investment, and de- 
preciation—will run $12 to $15 a 
month, not including maintenance 
and upkeep. That’s a lot of money in 
the average budget, particularly 
when it can be avoided without 
serious loss in comfort or social ac- 
tivities. 

You can always serve buffet-style 
when you have guests; it’s being 
done more and more, and without 
apologies. Or you may prefer a small 
dining alcove opening off the living 
room. ‘There you can seat six or 
eight people comfortably, for as 
formal a meal as the occasion de- 
mands. An alcove serves other needs, 
too—for schoolwork, for sewing, for 
doing the work that pop brings 
home from the office. 


Tuo you may not be able to afford 
a dining room, you can achieve the 
illusion of having one. by several 
architectural and decorating tricks. 
If your dining area is at one end of 
your living area, you can divide 
them by dropping the dining-room 
ceiling about a foot. You can paint 
the walls of the dining area a dis- 
tinctive color. You can use a folding 
screen or a curtain to shut off the 
dining area when you want it out of 
sight before and after a dinner. 

Borrowing is the secret. When you 
have a party for eight and only one 
waffle iron, what do you do? You 
borrow an extra one. It wouldn’t be 
worthwhile to own two yourself. The 
same holds true of the dining room. 
If you don’t have the space to begin 
with, borrow it from another room. 

Yes, Christine, we'll give our 
readers a dining room, if they want 
one. For those who don’t want one, 
or don’t feel they can afford one, 
will you show them how to decorate 
the area they do eat in?

Even on less festive occasions, you 
will be wise to invite your children’s 
friends to have meals with you. 
There is no better way of judging 
the character and background of 
these intimate childhood compan- 
ions. 

Yes, a corner of the kitchen might 
be all right for breakfast, when all 
concerned are tearing off to work or 
to school. It might even serve the 
purpose for a sandwich at the rushed 
noon hour. But not for dinner! Din- 
ner, even in the simplest family life, 
should be something of a ceremony. 


In ADDITION to being away from 
the kitchen, the dining area should 
be in a room by itself, apart from the 
living room. Then you can avoid dis- 
turbing guests with the noise and 
confusion of a table being set, and 
later, with the unavoidable clatter 
of a table being cleared. A table that 
is not cleared immediately after a 
meal presents a distasteful appear- 
ance; with a separate dining room, 
it is no strain on your conscience to 
close the door and ignore it for a few 
hours. 

And there is always the problem 
of crumbs on the rug. If one rug 
covers a living-dining area, the wear 
of constant cleaning is much more 
trying on the living-room portion. 

After all, even in these days of 
curtailing space, a dining room can 
be made to serve several purposes. 
In the January issue of Better Homes 
& Gardens, we presented one that 
does five specific jobs. With prac- 
tically no changes, a dining room 
can serve as a quiet study corner for 
the children, a place where mother 
can sew without cluttering up the 
living room, a retreat for father when 
he checks the bills each month. 


May I offer a few suggestions? 
Make your dining room a cheerful 
place. Give it windows large enough 
to let in sunlight and view. Add color 
to the walls and woodwork. Supply 
double-purpose pieces of furniture, 
and see that it’s well lighted. And 
arrange furniture so you gain space 
by not having a large table in the 
center of the room.
